b. Reported that we may very well be in an embarrassing 
situation in East Berlin after the Soviet announcement placing 
East Berlin under the East German government. Cited the case 
of two soldiers presently jailed there* We may be faced with 
the problem of leaving them in jail or dealing with the East 
German government, which we do not recognize, Mr. Dulles said 
he believed we had some basis for requiring the Soviets to 
deal with us on East Berlin, but not on East Germany. In this 
connection, Mr. Dulles raised the question of what actions 
we would take if the GDR Police came into West Berlin and sat 
down. General Truscott undertook to discuss this with Defense.
